Extracts from a Bulletin Compiled by Prof. Saunders, 
of the Central Experimental Farm. 


Danger-us Weeds Common to the Northwest and How, 
When and Where They Grow. 


Pepper Grass.

Russian Thistle. 

So mach attention has been drawn to 
this plant by the Manitoba department 
of agriculture since its discovery in 
Manitoba, that the farmers of that 
province should be well informed as to 
its appearance and cbaracteristics. Al- 
though occasional specimens of the 
Russian Thistle bave been found in On- 
tario, there is little probability of its 
ever becoming a menace to agricultur- 
ists except in a country where the

Cow Cockle. 

The cow cockle also called Cow-herb 
and Chins Cockle is an annual plant 
Whieh bas been introduced into Mani- 
toba from Southern Europe. It has 
spread with rather alarming rapidity 
throngkhout the southern portions of 
the province, and has been detected in 
many other parts of Manitoba and the 
Northwest Terrirories.

In Manitoba and the Northwest 
Territories the farmers as a rule are 
now exceedingly wide awake as to the 
danger of neglectin, noxious weeds and 
it is very unlikely that this weed will 
be allowed to propagate and spread, 
now that its dangerous capabilities 
have been made known.

THE SESSION NOW IN FULL 
SWING. 

The Bebate on the Address— 
Sir Chas. Tupper’s Lengthy 
speech and the Premier’s 
Able Reply—The Party and 
Prohibition. 


7, 1899. 


Ottawa, April 1.-The fourth session of 
the eighth Federal Parliament is now in 
full swing and the members have started 
into busincss with a vim and_= energy 
which would appear to indicate some in 
teresting incidents within the next few 
months. Unhappily there is a note of dis 
apy cinted acerbity in the speeches so far 
delivered on the left side of the House, 
indicative of an attitude of unreasoning 
and unreasonable opposition for opposi- 
tion’s sake ; a line of policy which willdo 
little to advance the best interests of the 
country, but may do much to Jengthen 
out the session and hamper useful and 
necessary legislation. 

The interest of the first day naturally 
centred around the speech of Sir Charles 
Tupper, of whom great things were ex- 
pected by his supporters ; and it is only 
tair to add that, as a piece of declamatory 
elocution and oratorical fire-works, the 
venerable baronet’s four hours and a half 
haranyue was a notable success. 1t must, 
however, be admitted that the Premier’s 
criticisin, though somewhat cutting, was 


absolutely accurate, when he declared 
that there was 
MORE SCOLDING THAN ARGUMENT, 


more adjectives than ideas, adding, “ If I 
were to characterize the speech of the 
honorable gentleman 1 think I would not 
b+ too severe in saying if was nothing 
but the vaporing of a much-disappointed 
man, seeking far and wide in order, if 
possible, to find a weak point in the 
armour of his opponents where he could 
plant a deadiy blow. Looking at my 
honorable friend and listening to him, I 
could not but be reminded of the old 
blind king of Bohemia on the battle field, 
who wes valliant no doubt, but biind, 
aud who rushed about striking right and 
leit but doing ro harm to anybody but 
himself.” 

These were severe words it is true, and 
they were resented with the peevishness 
of a whipped child by subsequant speak-

The Premier’s observations on the Pro- 
hibition question in the course of the 


Government,” he said “ have broken no 
pledge to prohibitionists, because the 
prohibitionists themselves never made 
any demand. What is the history of the 
plebiscite ’ The history of the matter is: 
We did not make a pledge to prohibition- | 
ists as a class, as a body, as an association. 
We made a pledge to the Liberal party. 
We made a pledge in 1893 at the time of 
the convention which was held in_ this | 
city. That convention, which was a most 
successful one as everyone knows, de- 
termined what should be the policy of | 
the Liberal party. It was attended by 
men from alj parts of the Dominion, men 
of all classes, all creeds and religions, by 
Liberals of every shade. Of course it was 
attended by Liberals who were not pro- 
hibitionists and the result was that a 
resolution was introduced and inserted in 
the platform, by which the party plédged 
itself that if it came into oftice it would 
have a plebiscite upon the question of 
Prohibition, so as to obtain the honest, 
unbiased opinion of the people upon that |

That was the 
policy adopted, that was the policy we 
carried out, and what was the result ? 
Less than 23 per cent. of the electorate 
pronounced in favor of havinga_ pro- 
hibitory law in this country. Should the 
party under such circumstances make 
that policy its own ? Should the Govern- 
ment under such circumstances introduce 
a prohibitory law ? That is the problem 
now before us and I do not hesitate to 
say, Mr. Speaker, speaking here with the 
authority that I hold from my_ position 
and, as I hope, with the confidence of my 
party behind me, that the voice of the 
electorate which has b-en pronounced in 
favor of prohibition is not such as to war- 
rant the Government in introducing a 
prohibitory measure. ’

The signitic ance of this is in the fact that 
inthe absence of theslightest information 
as to the character of the bill, it is ob- 
jected to, and that every Opposition speak- 
er is constrained to refer to it as a 
“gerrymander,” that is, a measure ar 
ranging electoral divisions In such a way 
as to give undue advantage to the domin- 
ant party, without the slightest regard to 
geographi: ‘al boundaries or density of 
population. 

As Sir Wilfrid Laurier pointed out in 
the course of his speech, the Opposition 
condemns the measure in advance: and 
without any knowledge of its proposals, 
because to them the word redistribution 
means gerrymander ; there is a sinister 
import in the very word. The Opposi- 
tion charge that the Government desires 
to contest the next election with “ loaded 
dice,” the fact is, and no one can suecess- 
fully deny it who will take the trouble to

THE MEMORIAL 


The memorial to the Executive, which 
had been prepared by Mr. Wm. Watson, 
was then taken up and succeeded in call- 
ing out considerable discussion. As _ it 
dealt with a variety of subjects, it was 
decided, on motion. of Mr. F. W. Green, 
to read and discuss it clause by clause. 

Accordingly that part of the memorial 
which referred to the Government's 
Yukon policy was taken up. There seem- 
ed to be a fairly unanimous conviction

A large part of the memorial was de- 
voted to our public school system. It 
found fault with the curriculum on the 


| ground that there were too many subjects 


attempted. necessitating the employment 
of too many teachers, burdening the 
scholars and causing them to have a dis- 
like for farm work and their actual sur- 
roundings, and neglecting to ground the 
children in character, in obedience to 
parents, respect for their elders and 
reverence for good and holy things. The 
memorial went so far as to say that our 
school authorities were like the Pharisees 
of old, they seemed to justify their ex- 
istence by the number of subjects they 
could crowd into the. curriculum ; and 
that the opinion was becoming prevalent 
that if they were suspended for about 
tive years, and the control of the school 
left to the parents, trustees and teachers, 
a more suitable system would be evolved. 

Vhe clauses did not voice the senti- 
ments of the settlers of the district or the 
opinion of the meeting and was therefore 
struck out entirely, it being held that 
while, in common with ether human in- 
stitutions, our school system is not with- 
out its imperfections, it is scarcely de- 
serving of the wholesale condemnation 
meted out to it by Mr. Watson. 

The memorial as given below was then 
put through the tinal stages, being passed 
as a whole, ordered to be printed, and 
copies to be mailed toall parties concerned.
